in your letter. It is difficult to follow 
the City Magistrate throngh the intricate 
technicalities therein propounded and 1 
fear it would serve little purpose to do 
so, for almost daily illustrations show 
that criminal procedure in China permits 
the punishment of crime even more 
swiftly than that of other countries, 
whenever the officials concerned are 
willing and determined to apply it. 

It will suffice if L allude to two points 
furnished by this document which seen 
to support the suggestion of intentional 
delay contained in the Council's letter 
of February 18, 1910, and repeated in 
the Police Report communicated to the 
Consular Body with my letter of August 
‘Treatment at the autumnal Asi 
as the Council can ascertain its 
significance, is an expedient which is 
recognized in many eases to involve 
indefinite postponement of punishment. 
Any criminal thus arraigned may obtain 
remand until the next antansnel Amine 
by the simple declaration that he has 
been wrongfully accused. In the second 
place I observe that the Magistrate's 
Temarks are evidently intended to convey 
that punishment of the prineipal criminal 
will be entered in an official register and 
factually described ax a case of a 
protracted kind, quite regardless of the 
fact that the criminals have long ago 
been found guilty.
